DUTIES OF OFFICERS

THE GENERAL BOARD 

ARTICLE 13: At each annual session a General Board shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Association, which shall consist of the general officers 
of the body together with the Superintendent of Sunday School. Di¬ 
rector of the Baptist Training Union, The President of the Woman’s 
Missionary Union, President of Gardner-Webb College, Members of 
the Associational Missions Council, the pastor of each church compos¬ 
ing the Association, and two members from each church which mem¬ 
bers shall be nominated by the church or by delegates present from 
the church and approved by the Association. 

ARTICLE 14: This board shall hold meetings monthly, and shall 
exercise the functions and discharge the duties usually committed to 
an executive board or committee. The purpose and plan of this General 
Board in all its meetings shall be to promote the interest and carry for¬ 
ward the work of the Association and of its constituent churches as 
this work is outlined in Article 5. 

ARTICLE 15: In case of emergency the General Board may select 
a time and place and arrange for a special business session of the As¬ 
sociation: provided that no action taken in such extra sessions of the 
body shall conflict with any action of a previous regular session, and 
provided that the business of such extra sessions shall be limited to 
the object for which it was convened, and the membership of such 
special business session shall be made up of the messengers elected by 
the churches and accredited to the previous regular session. 

THE MISSIONS COUNCIL 

ARTICLE 16: Tl^e Association shall elect annually an Associa¬ 
tional Mission Council composed of fifteen members, a chairman of 
which is designated. 

ARTICLE 17: Said Council shall meet at least three times annual¬ 
ly. The first meeting shall be held within ten days of the Associational 
meeting at which the council was elected. At the first meeting the 
council shall divide itself into such committees as seen necessary to 
provide a well rounded and worthy associational mission program and 
emphasis. It shall have at least the following committees. 

A— Administration and Finance. The Chairman of which shall be 
elected chairman of the council. This committee shall receive monthly 
reports from the Associational Missionary; advise with him periodical¬ 
ly in matters pertaining to his work and activities; make an associa- 
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tional budget to be presented to the association providing for financing 

the work for the coming year; and to have general oversight of work 
of the Council. 


Missionary Planning. This committee shall survey communities 
in need of Baptist work and Ministry; seek to enlist churches to spon¬ 
sor woik in such communities; give guidance and assistance in proper 
location and organization of new Baptist work; provide information 
foi and make recommendations to the Association as to missionary 
needs which might be met by co-operative efforts; provide information 
to the State Mission Board which might be helpful in meeting mission¬ 
ary needs; consult with churches anticipating membership in the As¬ 
sociation and making recommendations to the Association in matters 

of this kind, and leading the Association in a program of meeting such 
missionary needs. 

Institutional and Interracial. This Committee shall seek to en- 
ist churches to have a worthy part in ministry to folks in our public

The Proceedings of the One Hundred-Third 

Session of the 

Kings Mountain Baptist Association 

THE FIRST DAY — OCTOBER 22, 1953 

1 —The Kings Mountain Baptist Association convened with the 
Shelby Calvary Baptist Church, Thursday morning at 9:25 o’clock on 
October 22, in the one hundred-third Annual Session. This church is 
located in West Shelby, North Carolina, on Gardner and Lackey Streets. 
Shelby Calvary Church was organized November 10, 1935 with 29 mem¬ 
bers. On November 17, 1935, Rev. H. E. Waldrop was called as pastor. 
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Since the organization, the Church has grown to a membership of 793. 
A beautiful, spacious building has been erected and furnished. The 
Calvary Church entertained the Night Session in 1949. The First Day 
Session to be held with the Shelby Calvary Church was convened at 
9:25 a.m. Rev. C. C. Crow, Moderator, called the Association to order.

4— The Meditation was rendered by Rev. Harvey G. McElroy, pastor 
of the Mull’s Chapel Baptist Church. The Scripture Lesson was read from 
I Peter 2:5. Theme: “Let Your Light So Shine That Unto Him Be 
Glory.” The prayer was offered by Pastor McElroy. 

5 At this time the new moderator, C. C. Crow, called fcr the or¬ 
ganization of the One Hundred-Third Session of the Kings Mountain 
Baptist Association.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Christian education appears to be a thing of great concern among 
North Carolina Baptists. With the passing of each year there is indica¬ 
tion of almost incessant progress among the colleges. Such progress is 
substantiated by the following facts: 

1. Increased enrollments 

2. Bigger and better-equipped buildings 

3. Larger and better-qualified faculties 

Of course, this sort of progress is made possible because our churches 
are becoming more and more concerned about the matter. They are 
supporting our colleges financially in a greater way than ever before— 
Thanks to the Cooperative Program. But not only that, our church peo¬ 
ple are becoming more deeply concerned about where their young peo¬ 
ple get their college training. They are waking up to the fact that our 
Baptist colleges are second to none. 

North Carolina Baptists have seven colleges, two senior: Wake 
Forest and Meredith; and five junior: Mars Hill, Gardner-Webb, Camp¬ 
bell, Wingate and Chowan. 

As of October 15, 1952, the enrollments in these colleges were as fol¬ 
lows: 

Wake Forest— 1,714 (Including schools of law and medicine) 

Meredith—600 

Gardner-Webb—401 

Campbell_440 (Including 54 high school students) 

Wingate— 225 (Including 63 high school students) 

Chowan—192 

Mars Hill—800 (Approximate figure) 

Considering the summer schools, the total enrollment exceeded 
5,000 for the year. 

Ministerial enrollment was 422, or about 10% of the student body. 
This figure does not include 300 volunteers who are being trained for 

full-time Christian service. 

Our seven Baptist Colleges in North Carolina have an annual 
operation budget of about $4,000,000. About 10% of this amount, or 
$400 000, is furnished by our churches through the Cooperative Pro¬ 
gram This averages $80.00 per student. Additionally, a Nine-Year Ad¬ 
vance Program by the Convention is providing another $200,000 to help 
the colleges with their building programs. 

Pe^aps the most outstanding project for North Carolina Bap¬ 
tists in 1953 is the effort to complete the raising of $1,500,000 for the 
removal of Wake Forest. It is hoped that this amount will have been 
raised by the end of this A. D. 1953. This project completes the last 
authorized special campaign for a singulai college. 
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Southeastern Baptist Theological Seminary is beginning its third 
year with an enrollment of 320 students. Next year about 100 will be 
added, which will bring the enrollment to the maximum until Wake 
Forest is moved to Winston-Salem as planned for in 1955. Rapidly 
ours is becoming one of the largest and leading seminaries. 

The progress and continued service of these institutions is of prime 
Importance. Let us never allow them to become ends in themselves, 
but let us by our prayers, our giving, and our deep interest see that 
they remain means to an end—the end that we may train our young 
men and women to be able to take their places in our world not only 
as pastors, missionaries, and religious educators, but as Christian citizens 
in a world that is sorely lacking in spiritual qualities and tendencies.

The Fifty-Ninth Annual Session of the Woman’s Missionary Union 
of the Kings Mountain Association opened its first session Tuesday 
Night, April 7, 1953 in the First Baptist Church, Shelby with the Young 
People’s organization of the Association having charge of the meeting. 

The program opened with the singing of the hymn “O Zion Haste” 
with Carolina Greene as organist, David Pinnix, pianist, R. B. Costner, 
Trumpeter, and Melba Tindall as Chorister. 

A worship period followed using the watchwords of all the organiza¬ 
tions. Stanley Webb of Pleasant Ridge Baptist Church led in prayer. 

^ Relative to the organization, a motion was made by Mrs. Hubert 
Plaster of First Church, Shelby, that those already registered and 
those who would register later be recognized as constituting the or¬ 
ganization. This was seconded and passed. 

Mrs. A. B. Nanny of Dover Baptist Church moved that the pro- 
gram in the hands of the delegates with whatever changes might be 
necessary, be the.order of business. This was seconded and passed. 

Mrs. J. S. Blanton, of Lattimore Baptist Church and Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Leader of the Association was presented by the Superintendent of 
the Association, Mrs. B. A. Harry, and took charge

Each Coun¬ 
selor aided in making the report of the Young People’s work most in¬ 
teresting and informing. 

Special music was rendered by the Sunbeams of the First Bap¬ 
tist Church, Shelby. Also instrumental music by David Pinnix at the 
piano and R. B. Costner with the trumpet. 

The Girl’s Auxiliary of the Second Baptist Church, Shelby gave a 
beautiful pantomine: “We’ve a Story to Tell to the Nations.” This was 
very effective and enjoyed by all. 

The hymn, “The Kings Business” was sung. 

Next the Royal Ambassador Chapter of the Union Baptist Church 
held an auction sale. “The Value of a Boy,” which was a very touching 
scene. Truly one could not witness this without seeing and feeling the 
need for more Christian leaders for our boys and girls in our churches. 

Advancing for Christ through Y. W. A. was presented next. Mrs. 
Lansford Jolley, Y. W. A. Counselor for the Association introduced 
Miss Jean Grealish, president of the Y. W. A. Council of the Associa¬ 
tion who told of the work now being done.

Harlan Harris brought a stirring message using 27th Chapter of Acts 
as basis for his discussion, emphasizing the life of Paul as a man of 
magnetic and magnificent personality.

He urged 
the young people to remember that it is not who you are but whom 
you serve that makes the difference. Rev. Harris pronounced the bene¬ 
diction.

J. R. Cline was introduced by Mrs. J. R. Cantrell, Stewardship Chair¬ 
man, who brought a message on stewardship. She urged more study 
in stewardship classes and told us of the new mission text book on 
stewardship “Sacrifice and Song,” by Mrs. Foy J. Farmer. Attention 
was also brought to week of stewardship, October 18-25 with the hope 
that many churches would take part. Mrs. Roland Leath gave a chal¬ 
lenging talk on the thought “To Reach Others.” 

Mrs. Marie Epley, Young People’s Secretary of State Woman’s 
Missionary Union spoke on “Pray-Work, Yet More.” She brought a 
forceful and inspiring message.

SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT 

The Sunday School is being resognized more this year than ever 
before as the chief agency of the churches in evangelism, teaching 
and inlistment. The major emphasis for Baptist Churches for 1953- 
1954 is the effort to enroll a million more people in Sunday School in 
one year. Right-of-way has been granted for this, the greatest Sun¬ 
day School enlargement program in the history of the world. As a re¬ 
sult of this program, it is confidently expected that there will be sub¬ 
stantial increase in baptisms, offerings and Christian homes. 

Our State Sunday School Secretary, L. L. Morgan, reports gains this 
year in enrolment, and in training awards. It is expected that the num¬ 
ber of Vacation Bible Schools will reach a new high. In the 3,055 
Churches in the state, we now have more than 620,000 enrolled in Sun¬ 
day School. 

We are reporting in our association this year 65 Sunday Schools 
with an enrolment of 18,436. This represents a gain of 232 in member¬ 
ship. We are sure that the study course awards will go far above last 
year. 

The highlight for the year was the STATE LEADERSHIP CLINIC, 
held at the First Church, Shelby, January 25-30 this year. From all re¬ 
ports, this was far the best ever held in our State. The co-operation in 
this clinic in the Association was far above any that we have ever 
witnessed in the Lord’s work. Plenty of good food, service wonderful 
and plenty of homes for our out of town folks. We want to thank each 
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and every one for their fine co-operation in making this the best clinic 
our State has experienced. 

We had three new Sunday Schools organized this year. Peach 
Street Mission, Lawndale Church, which was a Union Sunday School 
until moving into their new building, and Calvary Church, organized on 
Sept. 27th at 901 Oak Street here in Shelby. We want to commend the 
Lawndale Church for their achievement of “A STANDARD SUNDAY 
SCHOOL.” They have met all the requirements and have received their 
certificate for same. This Church had over 120 awards during the past 
Church year. Rev. C. O. Greene is pastor, and Bro. A. V. Nolan is Sun¬ 
day School Superintendent of the Lawndale Church. 

Your Associational workers recommend to all the Churches, that 
we accept our goals set forth by our leaders of our Convention, and 
enlist at least 20 per cent more people in our Sunday Schools during 
1954. 

Also, we recommend that all Churches move up from a class Sun¬ 
day School to a Department school, where it is needed, and they have 
sufficient room. 

The Associational workers stand ready and willing to help any 
Church that desires their help and will do so upon request from the 
Church. The State Sunday School Board will help in any way it can in 
advising on remodeling old buildings and building new ones, feel free 
to call upon them at any time. 

We urge all Churches to join in the “MILLION MORE IN ’54” 
campaign. We want to enlist a million more people in Bible study 
this year. Let us remind ourselves of the words of the great Apostle 
Paul who said in Romans 10:17, “So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God.” We must get the lost in our Bible 
Classes, teach them the Word of God, so that we can win them for 
Christ. Let each one work this year to enlist more than the 20 per cent 
that has been suggested by our leaders. 

May each member of this great Association work together, pray to¬ 
gether, love together for one great cause and that is “TO WIN MANY 
LOST SOULS TO CHRIST” and then at the close of another year 
we can say “UNTO HIM BE GLORY” in the teaching agency of our 
Churches, THE SUNDAY SCHOOL.

COOPERATIVE PROGRAM REPORT 

COOPERATION, UNIFICATION, EVANGELIZATION AND EDU¬ 
CATION are significant words within the Baptist Stronghold. Records 
of past history tell the story of our struggle to find the best possible 
method by which these meaningful words could be brought to realiza¬ 
tion. We have indeed come a long way, and no informed person has the 
slightest doubt or misgiving that our progress today is due in large part 
to the diligent work on the part of faithful Baptists who laid the foun¬ 
dations. 

THE COOPERATIVE PROGRAM is a means to an end. It is a 
method by which our gifts are proportioned among the various objects 
we gladly support. A study of our institutions and objects supported by 
the Cooperative Program will verify the fact that our ultimate ob¬ 
jective is the evangelization of the world. In order to make our witness 
as effective as possible we believe in a good training program both in 
the local Church and in our colleges, seminaries and other schools. 
We believe in our ministry to the unfortunate children who for one 
reason or another have been left homeless. We believe in our ministry 
to the aged, to the silent people and to the sick. Hence we need our 
homes for children and aged as well as hospitals for our healing minis¬ 
try. We believe in State, Home and Foreign missions as well as Asso- 
ciational missions. To meet these needs it is encouraging to note the 
growth in popularity of the COOPERATIVE PROGRAM. With no coer¬ 
cion and no dictatorship, Baptists are doing a magnanimous work simp¬ 
ly on the basis of voluntary cooperation. This is the marvel of the age 
to other religious bodies. 

A VIEW OF THE BROADER SCOPE of the Cooperative Program 
includes work on five continents and in thirty countries, with other 
fields opening up at this particular time. We have 779 missionaries 
on these vast fields, but we are just touching the hem of the gar¬ 
ment. During the past year, Southern Baptists have lost one of the out¬ 
standing missionaries of all time in the death of Dr. Theron Rankin, 
Executive Secretary of the Foreign Mission Board. 

LIKEWISE OUR HOME MISSION BOARD is losing the active 
leadership of Dr. J. B. Lawrence, but an able successor has been named 
in the person of ,Dr. Courts Redford. We support no less than ten ac- 
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tivities in Home Mission enterprises. 

IN THE FIELD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION we help support 
seven seminaries and our Woman’s Missionary Training School. We 
operate 21 orphanages with 3,679 children in our care. 

HERE IN OUR OWN STATE we have seven colleges, two children’s 
homes, two homes for the aged, one hospital and our special school 
for preachers at Fruitland, two state-wide assemblies (Caswell and 
Fruitland) and a very progressive State Missions Program reaching 
from Murphy to Manteo. For an eye-opener, see the Biblical Recorder, 
October 10, 1953! 

From our 3,050 Baptist Churches in the State we hope to receive 
$400,000.00 through the COOPERATIVE PROGRAM Tins YEAR. Please 
note the difference between Cooperative Program gifts and Designated 
gifts. The “Upward Climb” to 1960 is indeed a challenge to every Bap¬ 
tist. This is kept ever before us and need not be analyzed in this report.

all Southern BaDtists. And is so very closely related to all of our 
churches work. The work of the Sunday School, Training Union, 
W.M.S., and Brotherhood, they all point in this direction of winning 
the lost men and women to the Lord Jesus Christ. It is one great body 
working together to Evangelize. 

Our report today deals with our Association and the work of the 
State as the one undivided effort to reach the Lost, in Evangelism. 
This Evangelistic effort is to show us what is being done in our churches. 
There has been no simultaneous revival meeting this year in this one 
undivided effort. However, all of our churches but four or five have 
reported one or more revivals in their churches. There have been 83 re¬ 
vivals held in our 62 churches with a total of 803 Baptisms, a gain over 
last year of 39 Baptisms for which we are grateful. 

Evangelism has been in the past one of the greatest factors in 
our church life. We should never let the fires of Evangelism die in our 
hearts and churches. We do hope that every chuich next yeai will plan 
one or more revivals for their chuich. 

In the General Board meeting in May we voted to promote a re¬ 
vival in Shelby with all the churches coming together under a big tent. 
The date is April 4-18, with this properly planned, we are hoping and 
praying that it will be the greatest of its kind. 

We would like to emphasize the Evangelistic Conference to be held 
in Charlotte at the First Church, beginning February 8-10. We do hope 
that all churches will begin now to plan to send their pastor and a 
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goiup of theii good laymen to this meeting. The speakers will be Dr. 
R. G. Lee, Dr. Giay A. M. Moody, and Dr. Audrey from Texas, with 
others. We are hoping and praying that the next year will be the 
greatest in Evangelism in our churches. 

If we will begin to pray now that the Holy Spirit might direct each 
of us in this great undertaking, I am sure God will bless.

ORPHANAGE REPORT 

“In as much as ye have done it unto the least of these, my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me.” (Matt. 25:40) 

While on earth Jesus was much concerned about the poor, the 
sick, the hungry, the needy. He taught that we can only serve through 
ministry to others. One of the greatest appeals is that of the dependent 
children in our State. Many factors contribute to this condition — the 
death of one or both parents, broken homes, extreme poverty, etc. 

Whenever a child cannot be properly cared for in its own home, 
we have the opportunity through our Orphanage personnel to seek 
out the best way to aid in caring for the child. Many times, a mother, 
if given financial help can keep her children in the home. If the mo¬ 
ther is worthy, this is usually the best way to assist the child. The Board¬ 
ing Home plan is also very satisfactory for taking care of some of the 
children. 

When neither of these can be arranged we have the two wonder¬ 
ful homes Mills Home at Thomasville and Kennedy Home at Kins¬ 
ton, where boys and girls receive splendid care, education, and train¬ 
ing in stewardship. Proof of this is in the large number of young people 
graduating each year from this institution, going out into the world as 
fine citizens and religious leaders. 

The two institutions are very home-like, with a small group of boys 
or girls assigned to a cottage in charge of a cottage mother. Individual 
attention can be given each child and is the finest substitute for a real 
home that could possibly be provided. 

Baptists of North Carolina have a right to be proud of the way 
they are caiing foi the children that can be received. The tragedy is 
in the lack of room for others who sorely need the help and security 
of such a home. 

At present, 728 children are served by our Orphanage program. In 
addition to this the Social Service Department helped to adjust 214 
children with relatives, and thus prevented them from having to be 
cared for by the institution. 

We urge our churches to continue their splendid support of our 
Orphanage. Let s make the Thanksgiving offering the largest ever, and 
send in the once-per-month offering, or a definite amount from the 
church budget each month, according to the plan of your church. 

Perhaps no investment made by North Carolina Baptists brings a 
greater dividend than this made to our institution that is dedicated to 
the task of making strong Christian citizens out of the boys and girls 
entrusted in its care.

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TRAINING UNION REPORT 

At the 68th Session of Kings Mountain Association held in Nine¬ 
teen Hundred and Nineteen — O. P. Hamrick was appointed organizer 
of B. Y. P. U. for the association. The next year eight churches, Boil¬ 
ing Springs, Grover, Kings Mountain, Mt. Sinai, New Hope, Shelby 
First, Shelby Second, and Waco reported B. Y. P. U.’s, with a total 
membership of three hundred and thirty-five. In Nineteen Hundred 
and Twenty-Four — just four years later there were forty-two 
B. Y. P. U.’s reported with an enrollment of one thousand five hundred 
and thirty-five. Such has been the growth of Training Union work 
through the years until it has become the great organization that it 
is today. Last year the Kings Mountain Association reported fifty Train¬ 
ing Unions with four thousand seven hundred and eighty-three enroll¬ 
ed. 

Many encouraging reports have been made — indicating a growing 
interest in Training Union work. Miany chuiches obseived Youth Yfeek. 
Some churches showed religious pictures featuiing evangelism. All 
Qfo-jjj’ch.gg that reported held at least one study couise. Many aie observ 
ing Stewardship Week by studying a stewardship book. Six hundred 
and eleven awards were awarded in one quarter in the Association. 
Another encouraging note in the work is the increasing numbei who 
took part in the tournaments this year. Our Association had several 
State winners in Junior Memory work. We congratulate these young 
people for their interest and study of the Sciiptuies. 

To glory God in our Churches we must continue to study and tiain 
ourselves for future service — Thus a wide-awake Training Union is a 
vital part of every church. If we are to light the windows of three 
thousand more churches, then we must have one in our own churches 
and also sponsor one in another church without one. 

May we resolve to improve our Training Unions in such a way that 
we may sincerely say “Unto Him Be Glory in Training Union Work.”

Here in the Associational Brotherhood work of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Association during the past year the main emphasis was placed 
on concentrating each Brotherhood into a stronger and more power¬ 
ful force for the purpose of promoting the Kingdom of Christ. This was 
done in two ways: By Promotion of the New Birth of Spiritual Pro- 
iects Less emphasis was placed on new additions of Brotherhoods in 
the Churches however, two new Brotherhoods were added this year, 
one at Mt Sinai and one at Love Valley, both doing a wonderful job. 
However since it is the aim of the Brotherhood of the Southern Bap- 
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tist Conference to have a Brotherhood in every Church, we pray that 
more Brotherhoods will be organized in this Association this coming 
year. This can be accomplished by continuing the work of the Brother¬ 
hood by promoting the Kingdom of Christ. 

The Brotherhoods of the Association have completed a number of 
projects, namely: Cottage Prayer Meetings, sponsoring Sunday School 
attendance, B. T. U. attendance, Church attendance, winning lost souls 
to Christ, helping to establish missions, forming R. A. Groups and Boy 
Scout Troops, landscaping the church grounds, building recreation build¬ 
ings, painting the church and Sunday schools, promoting building funds, 
building picinc tables, purchasing bulletin boards, holding Laymen’s 
Revivals, Laymen’s prayer meetings, forming Fisherman Clubs within 
the Brotherhood, financing Missionaries, financing Preacher boys, and 
by doing that have been an asset to the Community and an honor to 
the Lord. In addition to the regular meetings of the Brotherhoods, there 
have been five Associational meetings for the year at the following 
churches, Grover First, Temple, New Hope, Ross Grove, and a Brother¬ 
hood Clinic held at the First Baptist Church, Shelby. Many of our men 
attended the Caswell, Fruitland, and Ridgecrest conferences, also a large 
delegation to the Brotherhood conference at the State Convention in 
Winston-Salem. 

The Brotherhood in North Carolina has increased in the past year 
by five new Brotherhoods a week, now almost one thousand Brother¬ 
hoods. The Kings Mountain Association now has 37 Brotherhoods, the 
second largest number in North Carolina. It is the hopes and prayers 
of your past officers, who did a wonderful job of promoting the Brother¬ 
hood work, to establish a Brotherhood in every full-time Church in 
the Association by the next Association. 

The full enlistment and utilization of the men for Christ is the 
greatest challenge facing Southern Baptist. One might be so bold as to 
say that the work of our churches and denomination will progress in 
diiect piopoition to the number of men who are reached, challenged 
and utilized for the Master. 

The most vital and fruitful periods in the history of the Christian 
Church have been those in which Laymen have most vividly realized 
and most earnestly sought to discharge their responsibility to propagate 
the Christian faith. 

The Brotherhood in the Kings Mountain Association is on the 
March, the future looks better than any other year. The new officers 
and every layman in the Association need your prayers to further the 
Brotherhood work in promoting the Kingdom of Christ.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 

Paul in writing to Timothy, advised him to attend to his read¬ 
ing, his preaching and his teaching. This is still good advice for any 
Christian, and reading must precede preaching and teaching if the lat¬ 
ter is to be effective. 

There are basically three reasons why people read. They read for 
pleasure, they read for mental growth, and they read for spiritual growth. 
So a Christian shopld read for the purpose of Christian growth and 
service. Reading is the key that unlocks all treasure stores of learning 
in all fields. No Christian can hope to know all that he should know 

unless he reads. 

First of all, the Christian should read the Bible. It is the Book 
of Books and the final source of all Christian doctrine. Other Christian 
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literature should be read also. Good books and other literature, written 
by Christian scholars, are available to all Christians and should be read 
by all who would -be “thoroughly furnished unto all good works.” The 
fact that a paper or book claims to be Christian does not guarantee 
that it is suitable for our purpose. One must discriminate carefully in 
the selection of such literature. Without reflection upon what others 
produce, a good rule to follow is “Baptist Literature for Baptists.” 

In days of old, the prophet Hosea said, “My people perish for lack 
of knowledge.” Today the devil is exploiting as never before, the power 
of the printed word. The mails, the news-stands, and too many homes, 
are loaded with the ugly tide of bad books, periodicals, magazines clever¬ 
ly designed to delude people, to promote diversions, to glorify worldli¬ 
ness, to encourage Sabbath-breaking and liquor sales with all its at¬ 
tendant evils, and to undermine Christianity in general. 

To meet this evil flood of bad literature we have a marvelous ar¬ 
ray of well printed, sound Baptist periodicals, Sunday School and 
other Christian publications for every age, spiritual interest and need. 
Perhaps no denomination in America has so fine a selection of Chris¬ 
tian literature as Southern Baptists have today. The aim of it all is to 
inform, enlist, indoctrinate, unify and inspire our people for faithful 
service in our Lord’s name. Our Christian literature must be magnified 
and promoted in all churches if God*s work is to go forward. 

Magazines such as Charity and Children, Home Life, Tomorrow, 
Home and Foreign Missions Magazines are available to everyone that 
desire them and certainly there should be at least two of these maga¬ 
zines in every Baptist home. 

Our State paper, the Biblical Recorder, is the one publication that 
covers the entire field of our co-operative efforts here in North Caro¬ 
lina. For over 120 years the Recorder has been going into Baptist homes 
with its weekly message. The present circulation of the Recorder is ap¬ 
proximately 55,000. The Recorder, definitely, should be in every Baptist 
home in our Association. There are twelve churches in our Association 
that are not getting the Recorder through one of the subscription plans 
available to us. 

There are three subscription plans and they are as follows: $2.50 a 
year for individual subscriptions; $2.00 a year in clubs—with at least 
three subscriptions required for a. church reporting less than 100 mem¬ 
bers, and five subscriptions for a church reporting over 100 members; 
and the Every-Family Plan, at the low rate of $1.50 a year, the re¬ 
quirement being one subscription for each resident family of the church. 
One of these plans is in reach of every church. The best plan is to put 
the Biblical Recorder in your church budget. If your church is not par¬ 
ticipating in one of these plans, then start now and let’s make Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association one hundred per cent.

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REPORT ON GARDNER-WEBB COLLEGE • 

Gardner-Webb College has since we last met closed a successful 
school year and started another. The enrollment last year, 1952-53, 
reached a total cf 421. Seventy-five graduated. The present year be¬ 
gan classes, September 14, with an enrollment of 411. Our Church- 
Community Development Program had 800 students last year. Our 
Health Center served 10,000 patients. 

It is well to remember that it was the people of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain and the Sandy Run Associations that founded Gardner-Webb Col¬ 
lege. It has been the people who have kept it alive. It will be the peo¬ 
ple that will close its doers if they are closed. 

Today the physical assets of the College consist of 1,123 acres and 
twenty-three buildings. The total assets amount to approximately 
$1,718,000.00. This situation has been brought about by an average in- 
ciease of total assets from 1943-48 of $230,000. annually. However, from 
1948 until the piesent that increase has dropped to an average annual 
increase of $40,000.00. That is a decrease of 6.1. Raising the money for 
the main pai t cf the expansion program took place during the first 
five years, which fact accounts for the drop. 

Sc fax as financial support is concerned, the College is dependent 
upon four primary sources: 

1. Student tuition and fees 

2. Cooperative program 

3. Endowment 

4. Gifts from individuals and corporations 

The financial situation is simple. The college is not a money mak¬ 
ing enterprise. The expenditures are always greater than the regular 
income. If we laise the difference between the income and the ex¬ 
pense in gifts, we come out in the black; if we do not, we come out 
in the led. The diffeience last year between what we received from 
all sources except special gifts and total expense was $37,000.00 In 
other words it was necesasry to raise $37,000.00 to come out even. 

The College now is as highly accredited as the first two years in 

any other institution in the South, it is a member of the Southern 

Association cf Colleges and Secondary Schools, and is president of the 

North Carolina College Conference. It is approved by the immigration 

authorities of the United States Government for the training of foreign 

students. It is approved by the American Medical Association for two 

years cf Pre-medical training. Also, it is a member of the American 

Council on Education, the Southern Association of Junior Colleges the 

Southern Association of Baptist Colleges and Schools, the American 

Association of Junior Colleges, president of the North Carolina Junior 

College Athletic Association, and a member of the Southeastern Tnninv 
College Athletic Association. 

The work taken at Gardner-Webb has just as high transfer quality 
as work taken in any other school in the country. State College of¬ 
ficials tell us that our transfers are as well trained and often better 
trained than their own students. Mr. Armstrong, Director of Admis- 
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sions of the University of North Carolina, stated that junior college 
graduates at the University were just as well prepared for upper 
division work in the University as other students who had been in the 
first two years work at the University, and t&at there were no trans¬ 
fer problems that were not common in four year colleges. 

There are many dangers which we must face realistically. The 
greatest is our own apathy and false security. There has grown up a 
feeling that Gardner-Webb is rich, and that certain wealthy friends 

will supply all her operational needs. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth It is true that wealthy friends have helped us build a beauti¬ 
ful plant' and helped us in all other ways; but every building we erect 
increases' the cost of operation. Not one of cur buildings is endowed, 
and the plant which we have-built has made it necessary for us to 
. oo for every $1.00 we raised before it was built. Some think the 
College is heavily endowed, but our endowment yields only $1.00 m 
$35.00 necessary to operate the school. 

Another aspect of our apathy is failure to induce our own people to 
. rardner-Webb. A hundred or more students leave Cleveland 
year and enter other schools. About 250 to 300 high school 
CoUn y d not go anywhere. Those who go to Woman’s College, 
Appalachian or Cullowhee pay about what it costs to go to Gardner- 
wTh Sowever, this is only a fraction of the cost.
